Bullets seized on 
Samson reserve 

O Outrage over death of five-year-old Ethan Yellowbird prompts resident 
to come forward to police O Man arrested, but released without charges 


RCMP arrested a man on a 
central Alberta reserve 
where a toddler was fatal¬ 
ly shot while he slept last 
week, but Mounties say it 
is too soon to link the ar¬ 
rest to the crime. 

Police say the man was 
taken into custody Tues¬ 
day night on the Samson 
Cree First Nation reserve 
near Hobbema during a 
search of a home for 
firearms. 

The man, who is 25, has 
since been released with¬ 
out being charged. 

Sgt. Patrick Webb said 
Thursday that officers 


seized a magazine of bul¬ 
lets from a home after 
someone in the communi¬ 
ty came forward with a 
tip. 

“The only charges un¬ 
der consideration for him 
right now would be 
firearms-related,” Webb 
said. 

“Our investigation is 
still ongoing in that com¬ 
munity. A lot of people 
have stepped forward with 
information but we still 
believe there are people 
out there who have pieces 
that we need.” 

Webb said Tuesday’s ar¬ 


rest was definitely an ex¬ 
ample of the public get¬ 
ting involved. 

“The connection on this 
is that the information 
that was provided to us, 
that gave us the ability to 
get the search warrant on 
this residence, came solely 
because people stepped 
forward because of the Yel¬ 
lowbird shooting. That in¬ 
formation, whether it 
actually relates to the 
shooting or not, is still to 
be determined.” 

Five-year-old Ethan Yel¬ 
lowbird was hit in the 
head by a gunshot on July 


11 while he slept in his 
bed. He was the grandson 
of reserve Chief Marvin 
Yellowbird. 

Political leaders said 
they were shocked be¬ 
cause the community has 
been plagued by gang vio¬ 
lence in the past but had 
appeared to be making 
strides. 

But Premier Ed Stel- 
mach said putting more 
police in the community is 
not the answer, and the 
boy’s death underlines the 
need to deal with the is¬ 
sues leading to gang activi¬ 
ty.

July 24, 2008 

The first Edmonton In¬ 
dy kicks off, and the race 
comes out with a $5.8-mil- 
lion deficit. 

July 25. 2009 

The Indy returns and 
loses about $3.9 million. 

July 21. 2010 

The city makes a three- 
year agreement with 
Montreal’s Octane Racing 
Group to sponsor the race 
so the city won’t run a 
deficit. 

July 23, 2010 

The Indy runs the final 
year of its original con¬ 
tract, posting a deficit of 
about $3 million. 

Nov. 3, 2010 

Contract negotiations 


between Octane and city 
council break down over 
a $3 million gap, and the 


city announces the end of 
the Edmonton Indy.

Council votes to restore 
the Indy after local busi¬ 
nesses vow to sponsor the 
race and the city learns 
that parking revenues 
could cover most of the 
cost of paving the track at 
the City Centre Airport.

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Race to profitability: 
Indy hopes to turn tide 

O Organizers and city hope Edmonton Indy will become self-sustaining

With the race back on a 
new track, many are hope¬ 
ful this year’s Edmonton In¬ 
dy will have a fresh start. 

“I’m hopeful that they 
can turn the event around 
and make it positive and, 
by the end of the three 
years, maybe make it self- 
sustaining,” said Coun. Don 
Iveson. 

The future of the race 
was not promising last 
summer as there were 
three years of multimillion- 


dollar deficits, with the city 
left to pick up the bill. 

But with promoter Oc¬ 
tane Motorsports on board, 
and a newly paved track at 
the City Centre Airport, 
things are looking up. 

“This is the racetrack of 
the whole IndyCar series,” 
said Anne Roy, Indy general 
manager. “It’s going to be a 
heck of a show this week¬ 
end.” 

Although Roy said it will 
save the race both time and 
money to have the same lo¬ 
cation for the next two 
years, she knows it is time 
to start looking ahead. 


Late start 


^ Anne Roy, general manag¬ 
er of the Edmonton Indy, 
said ticket sales have gone 
well, despite the late start.

“I know that we need to 
find a new venue,” Roy said. 

The contract to hold the

Despite how it may seem, 
new statistics reveal that 
Edmonton is a safer city 
than it used to be. 

According to figures re¬ 
leased Thursday by Statis¬ 
tics Canada, Edmonton’s 
crime rate dipped 10 per 
cent last year. 

The severity of crimes 
also dropped 12 per cent. 

John Warden, manager 
of the business perform¬ 
ance section with the Ed¬ 
monton Police Service, 
said the numbers are a 
“very, veiy significant re¬ 
sult.” 

In 2008 the Edmonton 
metropolitan area had the 
second-highest crime rate 
in the country, but has 
been dropping since, said 
Warden. 



Edmonton sits seventh 
in the 2010 ranking be¬ 
hind Regina, Kelowna, 
Saskatoon, Thunder Bay, 
Ont., Winnipeg and St. 
John’s. 

Overall, the national 
crime rate, which has been 
falling steadily for 20 
years, hit its lowest level 
since 1973, dropping five 
per cent from 2009 to 
2010. 


Alberta and British Co¬ 
lumbia saw the largest de¬ 
clines with a six per cent 
decrease in both provinces, 
while Calgary was found to 
be the safest metropolitan 
area in Western Canada. 

Edmonton’s homicide 
rate was up last year, but 
robbery, break-and-enter, 
and motor-vehicle theft 
numbers were down. 

Warden said despite the 
number of homicides this 
year — 29 so far compared 
with 27 in all of 2010 — 
the downward trend in 
crime could continue. 

“Yes, there has been an 
increase in homicides,” he 
said. “But looking at our 
own data and same 
methodology for the first 
two quarters of this year, 
the crime-severity index 
continues to drop, just as 
the same time period last 
year.”

City aims to fix 
feral cat problem 


Edmonton has a cat fight 
on its hands. 

But a proposed program 
aims to claw down the 
mounting numbers of fer¬ 
al felines. 

TNR — trap, neuter, re¬ 
turn — is a two-year pilot 
aiming to fix the city’s fer¬ 
al cat numbers, estimated 
at 44,000 to 66,000 and 
growing. 

“It’s a new philosophy,” 
said Tammy Francis, com¬ 
munity relations adviser 
with the city. 

Francis hopes the pro¬ 
gram will kick off by fall. 

“It is going to change 
some of their nuisance be¬ 
haviour. The tomcat’s not 
going to come and spray 
your patio furniture and

governments will spend

The money will help 
house 1,600 families, sen¬ 
iors and people with 
disabilities in Edmonton, 
Calgary, Beaumont, Red 
Deer, Spruce Grove, 
Whitecourt and Wetaski- 
win.

Lt.-Col. Louis-Vincent 
d’Auteuil, a militaiy judge, 
cited principles of integrity, 
honesty and leadership as 
he read out his verdict.

He said Menard had an 
admirable career to that 
point, which is why he was

Remains of Hitler’s confidant burned 


The bones of Adolf Hitler’s 
deputy Rudolf Hess were 
exhumed under cover of 
darkness, burned and se¬ 
cretly scattered at sea after 
his grave became a shrine 
for thousands of neo-Nazis, 
a cemeteiy official said 
Thursday. 

Workers removed Hess’s 
remains from his family 
plot with the permission of 
relatives, cremated the 
bones and dispersed them 
before dawn on Wednes¬ 
day, said Andreas Fabel, a 
cemeteiy administrator in 


Wunsiedel, Bavaria. 

Hess was captured in 
1941 when he parachuted 
into Scotland sa 3 dng he 
wanted to negotiate peace 
between Britain and Ger¬ 
many. The attempt was de¬ 
nounced by Hitler, and Hess 
later told British authorities 
that the Nazi leader knew 
nothing of it. He spent the 
rest of his life as a PoW and, 
since his death in 1987, be¬ 
came a mailyr for the far- 
right. Neo-Nazis have used 
the anniversaiy of his death 
as an occasion to hold large

rallies. 

With the lease on the 
burial plot coming up for 
renewal in October, Hess’s 
relatives and Lutheran 
church authorities in Wun¬ 
siedel decided it was best to 
remove the remains, Fabel 
said. 

Charlotte Knobloch, a 
German Jewish community 
leader, said the move sends 
a “clear message.” 

“Fm happy that the Nazi 
shadow over Wunsiedel has 
finally come to an end,” she

Thousands gathered 
near the landing strip and 
packed Kennedy Space Cen¬ 
ter, and countless others 
watched from afar, as 
NASA’s longest-running 
spaceflight program came 
to a close. 

“After serving the world 
for over 30 years, the space 
shuttle’s earned its place in 
history. And it’s come to a 
final stop,” commander 
Christopher Ferguson ra¬ 


dioed after a ghostlike At¬ 
lantis glided through the 
twilight. 

“Job well done, Ameri¬ 
ca,” replied Mission Con¬ 
trol. 

With the space shuttles 
retiring to museums, it will 
be another three to five 
years at best before Ameri¬ 
cans are launched again 
from U.S. soil, as private 
companies gear up to seize 
the Earth-to-orbit-and-back 
baton from NASA.

EU agrees on second 
bailout for Greece 

O Eurozone to contribute $155B O Euro rises on news 


Eurozone leaders agreed 
yesterday to a sweeping 
deal that will grant Greece 
a massive new bailout and 
to radically reshape the cur¬ 
rency union’s rescue fund, 
allowing it to act pre-emp¬ 
tively when crises build up. 

The deal resolves a politi¬ 


cal deadlock between Eu¬ 
rope’s top economic au¬ 
thorities over how to save 
Greece that had investors 
worried the debt crisis 
would spin out of control. 
Faced with the danger of 
big economies like Italy 
becoming unstable, the of¬ 


ficials sought to outdo ex¬ 
pectations at an emer¬ 
gency meeting in Brussels. 

The eurozone countries 
and the International Mon¬ 
etary Fund will give Greece 
a second bailout worth 
$155 billion US, on top of 
the $158 billion granted a 


year ago. 

Banks and other private 
investors will contribute 
some $71 billion to the res¬ 
cue package until 2014 by 
either rolling over Greek 
bonds that they hold, 
swapping them for new 
ones with lower interest 
rates or selling the bonds 
back to Greece at a low 
price. 

“For the first time since 
the beginning of this crisis, 
we can say that the politics 
and the markets are com¬ 
ing together,” said Euro¬

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Chrysler repays final loan 

O Federal and Ontario governments now out of the auto business 


The federal and Ontario 
governments have sold 
their remaining stakes in 
automaker Chrysler to its 
parent company Italian 
car producer Fiat for $140 
million US. 

The sale, announced 
Thursday, is essentially 
the final repayment of 
Canadian government 


loans to the automaker 
two years ago as part of a 
$ 1.7-billion bailout to help 
the Detroit company sur¬ 
vive the North American 
auto sector’s worst down¬ 
turn ever. 

The two Canadian gov¬ 
ernments received about a 
1.7 per cent stake in 
Chrysler when they initial¬ 


ly made the loans, as part 
of a wider bailout led by 
the United States govern¬ 
ment. 

Ottawa and Ontario es¬ 
timate that 52,000 Canadi¬ 
an jobs were protected by 
government help for the 
battered auto sector. 

Federal Finance Minis¬

MUSLIMS. Attitudes 
toward Muslims have 
become slightly more 
positive in the United 
States, Britain, France, 
Germany and Russia 
compared with five 
years ago, though nega¬ 
tive views between 
Muslim countries and 
the West persist on 
both sides, a Pew Cen¬ 
ter survey found. 

The survey, by Pew’s 
Global Attitudes 
Project, found 
majorities of Muslims 
surveyed in five of six 
Muslim-dominant coun¬ 
tries and the 
Palestinian territories 
described non-Muslim 
Westerners as selfish 
and greedy. 

In all of the six West¬ 
ern countries surveyed, 
less than 30 per cent of 
non-Muslims said they 
consider Muslims 
respectful of women. 

Ten years after the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks 
against the World Trade 
Centre in the United 
States, Muslims in the 
Middle East and Asia 
and non-Muslims both 
have concern about Is¬ 
lamic extremism. 

The surveys were 
conducted between late 
March and mid-May.

O Richard Crouse and Mark Breslin agree that Captain America is more of an 
action flick than another superhero movie O But it has flaws, like sloppy CGI 


Richard Crouse: Mark, I 
went into this with low ex¬ 
pectations. I’m kind of su- 
perheroed out these days, 
but I was pleasantly sur¬ 
prised. It’s a bit long, but it 
doesn’t feel like the other 
hero movies we’ve seen re¬ 
cently. The hipness of Iron 
Man is absent, the jokey 
feel of Thor is gone. In¬ 
stead, this is an old-fash¬ 
ioned action adventure 
movie with extraordinary 
poets at the heart of it. 
What did you think? 

Mark Breslin: I’m super- 
heroed out as well but this 
guy’s no superhero: he’s 
an enhanced mesomorph 
with a magic frisbee! The 
movie works as an action 
flick, but it’s missing the 
irony of the source materi¬ 


al. Is America so desperate 
to believe in its military 
that it has to go back to 
“the last good war” to feel 
good about itself? And I 
have other complaints too, 
like the sloppy CGI. In the 
beginning, Chris Evans as 
a 99-pound weakling 
looked like a bad photo- 
shopped pic from 2003. 

RC: I liked its lack of irony. 
Perhaps part of the appeal 
is that in the complicated 
times we live in it’s refresh¬ 
ing to see a movie that 
harkens back to a simpler 
time when the enemy was 
easily identifiable and a 
strong guy with a colourful 
shield and plenty of heart 
could be a hero. The pre¬ 
mesomorph Evans may 
have been a bit sloppy CGI- 


wise, but you have to ad¬ 
mit, Red Skull’s lack of 
identifiable facial features 
was a nice villainous touch. 

MB: It may say too much 
about me that I always en¬ 
joy the villain rather than 
the hero. And Hugo Weav¬ 
ing was very good indeed, 
especially with his red 
skull. And Tommy Lee 
Jones always brings his 
game to a movie, even if 
the role was rote. Same 
with Stanley Tucci and To¬ 
by Young. The satiric USO 
tour sequence was fan. 
And I liked the way the 
movie ended. See, 
Richard? I can find the 
good in an 5 ^hing, even jin¬ 
goistic propaganda. 

RC: I know it’s jingoistic 


propaganda, but it’s 1940s 
jingoistic propaganda! I 
liked the way the movie 
paid tribute to the rah-rah 
movies of WWII and B 
movies of the period. The 
bad guys are really bad, 
but never fear! The good 
guys are better. Where else 
are you going to see giant 
bombs, each labeled for 
extra evil effect with the 
name of the city they are 
meant to destroy? 

MB: The labeling of the 
bombs was exactly what I 
wanted more of! I would 
forgive this movie its flaws 
if its strengths were 
greater. But it’s mostly de¬ 
rivative stoiytelling, chop¬ 
py editing and 
unmemorable dialogue. 
Good action, though.

ly-” 

The notoriously sunny 
actor strays to the darker 
side of humour again 
when pressed on what his 
Smurf name would be, 
were he to suddenly find 
himself three apples high. 

“Fd be Snuff Smurf, and 
Fd end the suffering of all 
the dying smurfs every¬ 



where,” he says, grinning, 
before thinking better of 
himself “That was a dark 
answer,” he says. “Let’s say 
Magical Smurf because I 


like magic.” 

Just because Harris has 
now starred alongside the 
legendary Smurfs doesn’t 
mean all his Smurf-related 


questions have been an¬ 
swered. “Who’s shagging 
Smurfette, really? They al¬ 
ways kind of go, ‘Ooh,’ 
and then they pass out. 


but I want to know what’s 
going on late at night in 
Smurf Village,” he says. 
“Does she get passed from 
Smurf to Smurf? Is she a 
one-Smurf girl? Is Papa in¬ 
volved? That doesn’t seem 
right at all. She could 
swing the other way.” 

While Harris has been 
having fun exploring the 
world of Smurfs over the 
summer, it will soon be 
time to get back to work 
on his hit sitcom — not 
that he knows exactly 
what’s happening next. 

While Harris’ Barney is 
apparently set to tie the 
knot, they haven’t told 
him who he’s marrying.

O Eldest son of Bob Marley uses new album to both embrace and push away from family legacy

Ziggy Marley is proudly 
carrying on his father’s 
musical legacy, but he 
wants to remind reggae 
lovers of their differences. 

In a new album, the 42- 
year-old eldest son of Bob 
Marley reflects on lessons 
learned from his dad, who 
died at age 36 from cancer. 

On the tune The Roads 
Less Travelled, he sings 
about his father’s woman¬ 
izing ways and inability to 
shed “yes men” in success: 
“My daddy had a lot of 
women, and my mama 
had a lot of grief. The bre- 
drens (friends) that sur¬ 
rounded him became the 
enemies.” 

Marley said in an inter¬ 
view that while he’s happy 
to expand his and his fam¬ 
ily’s brand — whether 
with a Marijuana Man 
comic book or a Marley’s 
Mellow Mood “relaxation 
drink” — he’s kept his cir¬ 
cle of friends small and 
purposefully avoided accu¬ 
mulating any sort of en¬ 
tourage. 

“Td rather be by myself 
really than have like a mil¬ 
lion posse around me,” 
Marley said in an inter¬ 
view at his Los Angeles 
home. “Some of them you 
don’t even know what’s in 
their hearts. You don’t 
know who you can trust. 

“That’s why I sing that 
song, because I learned 
from what I saw as a child 
and decided that I would 
take another way,” added 
Marley, who was just 12 
when his father died.

“I believe that he is a good person and 
wants to see the best, but politics is a 
game. If you want to be a politician you 
have to play it, and you have to skirt 
around the truth.

“My father, we bumped 
heads when I was younger, 
much younger.... I had dif¬ 
ferent ideas that I shared 
with him. He didn’t like 
them as much. He gets up¬ 
set or whatever. I guess I 


had a strong opinion from 
when I was a little boy, 
you know.” 

Marley’s fourth solo stu¬ 
dio album. Wild and Free, 
also includes a song 
obliquely about leaving 


behind his birthplace of 
Jamaica, titled Get Out of 
Town. 

The five-time Grammy 
winner now lives primari¬ 
ly in Miami. 

“He’s from the country 
and I was born in the 
town. One day I told him 
that. I don’t want to be a 
country boy,” Marley said 
of his father. “He was up¬ 
set with those things. And 
then another time it was 
about dreadlocks. I said to 
him, ‘You cannot have 
dreadlocks. You can be 
dread in your heart.’ He 
was very upset. Each fa¬ 


ther want their sons to be 
just like them really.” 

But now that Marley — 


who does sport dreadlocks 
— has matured, his 
singing voice and his take 
on reggae music is ar¬ 
guably more evocative of 
Bob than others in his fa¬ 
mously musical family. 

“If it wasn’t natural to 
be like him, it wouldn’t 
happen. But since it natu¬ 
rally evolved to have a lot 
of the ideas and traits of 
my father, then that’s 
fine,” he said. 

Like his father, Marley 
couches some downbeat 
themes in sunny-sounding 
tunes. 

“Welcome to the world. 
I can’t promise it’s a good 
place,” he sings to his chil¬ 
dren in one song.

O Team facilities open Saturday if NFLPA approves agreement to end lockout, commissioner says 


The United States’ most 
popular sport is in limbo 
for at least another day. 

NFL owners overwhelm¬ 
ingly approved a tentative 
agreement Thursday to end 
the lockout, provided play¬ 
ers re-establish their union 
and sign off on the deal. 
The players, however, 
didn’t vote, sa 3 dng they had 
not seen the full proposal. 

Owners voted 31-0 — the 
Oakland Raiders abstained 
— and soon afterward, the 


league issued a press re¬ 
lease announcing: “NFL 
clubs approved today the 
terms of a comprehensive 
settlement of litigation and 
a new 10-year collective 
bargaining agreement with 
the NFL Players Associa¬ 
tion.” 

Then NFLPA head De- 
Maurice Smith sent an 
email to team reps saying: 
“Issues that need to be col¬ 
lectively bargained remain 
open; other issues, such as

workers’ compensation, 
economic issues and end of 
deal terms, remain unre¬ 
solved. There is no agree¬ 
ment between the NFL and 
the players at this time.”

Commissioner Roger 
Goodell spoke on the 
phone several times Thurs¬ 
day with Smith, including 
filling him in on the results 
of the vote before it was an¬ 
nounced. 

“Hopefully, we can all 
work quickly, expeditious¬ 
ly, to get this agreement 
done,” Goodell said at a 
news conference at an At- 
lanta-area hotel.
